Should Judge Dunne decide that there has 
been an illegal commitment, the effect will 
be to invalidate every committal to the John 
Worthy School under the delinquent clause 
of the juvenile act.

Pittsburg, Pa., June 20.—[Special.}]—With 
a defiant declaration of war the Amalgamat⸗ 
ed Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers 
today reopened the fight against the Amerft- 
can Sheet Steel combine, and its parent or 
ganization, the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. After many fruitless conferences look- 
ing to an adjustment of the wage scales for 
the ensuing year, President T. J. Shaffer of 
the Iron Workers’ union issued telegraph: 
orders to all union men employed in sheet 
mills to cease work at midnight on Sunday 
and remain idle until the new scale is signed, 

The trouble is over the rebusal of thé com- 
dine to sign the scale for all its mills, The 
sheet company employs nearly 30,000 men. 

About 20,000 of these belong to the union. 
The remaining 10,000 work in non-union mills, 


Want Scale for All Mills. 

The Amalgamated association asked that 
the scale be signed for all the mills, the in- 
tention being to organize the non-union 
plants. The sheet combine objected to this, 
and the conferences were called off. The 
combine was represented by General Man- 
ager D. F. Smith, who was in the trouble at

Judge Woods ‘States Ciroult Court, who 
and “Gove died at Indianapolis day be- 
ernment by fore yesterday, had been on 
the bench for twenty-seven 
years, For two-thirds of 
thet period he was a federal Judge, He be- 
gan as an Indiana Circuit Court Judge. He 
was promoted to the Supreme Court of that 
State, then appelnted United States District 
Judge, and then was made Circuit Judge by 
President Harrison, who was well acquaint- 
ed with his qualifications. Not until Judge 
Woods had been on the bench for twenty 
years did his name become familiar to the 
general pubiic. What he did en one case ac- 
quired for him a celebrity whichae long period 
of faithful judicial service had fafied to win

In the same manner 
disaster after disaster befell the various 
families of wealth that yielded to the bale- 
| ful fascihations of similar projects. 

Public opinion was partly hostile and

Congo Free State, now under discussion in 
the Belgian House of Representatives, draws 
attention to existing conditions in King Leo- 
pold’s great African dependency. As at pres- 
ent constituted, the Congo Free State is an 
the sole arbiter of his African subjects’ des- 
tinies. 

The government : of the Free State in its 
present form is, however, only temporary, 
since, kecording to the convention of 1890, 
Belgium has ‘the right.to annex the state. 
King Leopold has, moreover, as is well 
known, bequeathed -the state to Belgium, in 
the event of his death before the question of 
annexation ts voted upon by the Beigian Par- 
liament. 

The Free State ts, thetetort; at present t King 
Leopolds personal property. The annexa- 
tion of the Congo to Belgium as a colony 
would be an affair of the utmost importance, 
both for the Free State and for Belgium, 
which would thus become a great colonial 
power. f 
Ivery a Valuable Product. 


hen the Belgians first explored the 
n ot the lower Congo the only articles 
of export from the district were palm oil, 
cocoanuts, and ivory. But now that the 
Matadi-Leopoldville railway, which will 
carry freight at low rates, is open to traffic 
a great number of other products will be ex- 


According to the latest statistics, the an- 
nual production of ivory in the world is about 
700 tons, of which 600 tons are derived from 
Africa. It may, in fact, be said that, with 
the exception of a small stock of fossilized 
ivory derived from India and Siberia, the 
entire output of ivory comes from the Dark 
Continent. Half a century ago all this Afri- 


but today the Congo Free State holds the 
first rank among ivory,producing countries. 
In 1899 no less than 370 tons were exported 
to „Furope, this being more than half the 
total African output. 
The Congo ivory—as, indeed, all African 


Asiatic product. It is harder, of a finer 
grain, lends itself more easily to workman- 
ship, and has fewer fissures. The tusks of 
Congo elephants are, as a rule, large, and 
weigh en an @verage sixty pounds.

Future Wealth in Rubber. 


The great future wealth of the Congo. how 
ever, will not de ivory. but india rubber. The 
rubber trade in the Free State is a recent 
one, About forty years ago the first Euro- 
peans who settled in the Lower. Congo 
regions began to export india rubber in small 
quantities. But it was only in 1889 that the 
Belgians first turned their attention to the 
great gutta percha forests of the upper 
‘congo. Since then the development of the 
rubber dustry has been such that the Free 
State now holds the first place among the 
rubber producing countries of Africa, with. 
an annual output of more than 8,000 tons. 


the Free State is the Landolphias, Which 
produces a first-class grade of rubber. But 
there are several other varieties ef rubber 
trees in the upper Congo, among them being 
the Kickxia africana. Other varieties of 
gutta percha e lately been found at 
Bangaso, K ‘and Wamba.

Free State it is not easy to obtain exact fig - 
ures. As far back as 1888, when the means 
to determine the pepulation of the state 
were necessarily limited, Elisée Réclus esti- 
mated the figure at more than 20,000,000. 
This estimate is certainly too small. Stan- 
ley places the number of inhabitants of the 
state at 29,000,000, and Governor Genera) 
Wahis, after visiting the regions of the upper 
river and obtaining information and statis- 
tics on the spot from the government agents, 
thinks that Stanley's estimate must be con- 
sidered a minimum. 


Congo Natives Tractable. 2 

The Congo negroes, with few exceptions, 
adapt themselves easily to civilization and 
make excellent workingmen, provided they 
are kindly treated. The history of the Congo 
' railway from Matadi to Leopoldsville is in 
itself proof sufficient of the adaptability of 
the Congo negre to the habits of civilized 
Ute. | 

It took no less than five years to build the 
first twenty-four miles of the railroad. Dur- 
ing these five years the negro laborers em- 
ployed on ‘the rodd were treated with ex- 
treme harshness, practically like slaves, the 
whip and rattan being freely used by the 
Belgian overseers. It was only after the 
unsatisfactory results of the first five years 
that the directors of the railway cempany 
decided to adopt another system. From that

NEW TORF IDOL ARISES | 


ROBERT WADDELL STAR OF THE 
WESTERN TURF WORLD. 


First Week’s Racing at Washington 
Park Brings Out Some Sensations— 
Bradley’s Colt Stamped as High- 
Class by His Three Victortes—Alan- 
a-Dale Furnishes Surprise — Dearth 
ef Good Handicap Horses—2-Year- 
Olds Show Wonderful Speed. 


[MERRILL’S WEEKLY REVIEW.) 

Washington Park's first seven days of 
racing have been replete with interesting 
features. A new turf idol has arisen to take 
the place formerly occupied in succession by 
Yo Tambien, Imp, Sidney Lucas, and others; 
a superb 2-year-old, with speed the limit of 
which is not yet known, has come out of 
school to take his place in the fleld of action 
and has won his two races with great ease; 
and there have been the usual number of 
2 time performances, surprises, game 
f nishes, and ali that go to make racing popu- 

ar. 

That is saying nothing of the weather, 
which has been just right for the sport of 
thoroughbreds. It may not have been quite 
ideal for those who are hard to please, but it 
certainly has been well within the limit of 
good, healthy summer. 

‘Robert Waddell) is just now the pet of the 
crowds that go to the South Sidetrack. Of 
course as a Derby winner he had a great 
deal in his favor to begin with when he came 
out to race again during the week. All that 
he needed to do to establish himself in public 
favor was to show that his victory in the 
great race had not been so much of a fluke as 
some people at the time were inclined to be- 
Heve. His victory in a sprinting race on 
Tuesday went a long ways toward justifying 
this opinion, and he stamped the seal of con- 
viction upon it yesterday by winning the first 
of the great handicap races at Washington 
Park against the best aged horses.in condi- 
tion to race that are now in the 7 


Robbert Waddell Best in West. 


There is no question that Robert Waddell 
is now the best racehorse in the West, and 
it is doubtful of the Eastern colts could have 
beaten him in the Derby even had they not 
been affected by the trip. Probably The 
Parader would have done so at even weights, 
but certainly none of the others. How long 
Waddell will retain his good form and 
whether it will be possible for him to still 
further improve are points that remain to 
be shown. 3 

A comparison between the present form of 
Robert Waddell and that of Sidney Lucas 
at this time last year is interesting, but is 
not altogether easy. Sidney Lucas started in 
the Oakwood Handicap last year and fin- 
ished near the rear. But he was almost left 
at the post and was ridden by a light boy, 
who could not manage him at the post. Sid- 
ney Lucas carried 115 pounds in this race, 
Fly by Night, the winner, carrying 118, with | 
Sam Phillips, a 3-year-old, carrying 112, sec- 
ond. Robert Waddell yesterday carried 113 
—or one pound more than Sidney Lucas did 
by the scale. Waddell was urged out to beat 
The Conqueror yesterday, and the race ap- 
peared to represent about the limit of his 
capabilities, ridden, as he was, in admirable 
form by Bullman, and fortunate in getting 
away from the post. Perhaps the Bradley 
gelding will do still better when it become 
necessary, but the chances appear to be 
against it. 

Sidney Lucas, on the contrary, rdn all of 
his really brilliant races after his defeat in 
the Oakwood. His next appearance was in 
an overnight handicap at a mile and an 
eighth, in which ire gave weight to and de- 
feated Bannockburn, Zoroaster, and others, 
winning easily by four lengths. Then, on 
the next day, his owner adopted the memor- 
able folly of attempting to win two races in 
one day (or three races in two days) with 
him. He won his first race of the day—it 
was July 4—beating an indifferent fleld at a 
mile, but in the Sheridan Stakes, at a mile 
and a quarter, an hour later, he was beaten 
by. both Sam Phillips and Advance Guard in 
a sensational finish, the Schorr colt winning 
by a head, with Advance Guard less than a 
length in front of Sidney Lucas. The latter 


then started in the Great Western Handi- 
cap, at a mile and a half. Carrying 120 
he finished second to Jolly Roger, a 
Barrack, 98; 
Pink Coat, 119, and others. On July 11 he 
came out in an overnight handicap at a mile 
, carried 122, and finished sec- 
ond to Milwaukee 100. Three days later he 
won his most memorable victory, the Turf 
Congress Handicap, at one and three-six- 
tenths miles, in which he galloped home five 
lengths ahead of The Lady; 103; Serrano, 
113: Pink Coat, 118; and others. He wound 
up the Washington Park meeting by finish- 
ing a close fifth in the Wheeler Handicap, in 
which he was giving away from ten to thirty 
pounds to everything. « 
‘Thus it will be seen that Robert Waddell’s 


as a better colt than Sidney Lucas was at 
this time a year ago. It is certain, however, 
that he is a far more consistent horse and 
that his chances of maintaining his reputa- 
tion are much better, Sidney Lucas having 
proved a failure after going East from 
Washington Park. . 

Robert Waddell is, of course, in thé Sheri- 
dan Stakes, to be run next Thursday. Here 
he will have to pick up seven pounds. His 
burden will be 126 pounds, while Terminus 
will carry 122, and His Eeminence 127. 

Just at present there seems to be somewhat 
of a dearth of good handicap horses over 3 
years of age, and yet it is doubtful t they 
are any scarcer than they were last year. 
It looks as if Terminus, as well as Robert 
Waddell, holds any of the older horses at 
Washington Park safe at weight for age 
over a distance of ground. The Great West- 
ern and Wheeler Handicaps, however, prob- 
ably will bring out the best there is to, be 
shown in the aged division. 

Last week was a good one for the Derby 
colts. Only three of them faced the starter. 
Two of them, Robert Waddell and Terminus, 
won their races from crackajack fields, and 
the third one, Sadie S., showed herself to be 
the best filly in the Englewood Stakes, albeit

Harlem Injunction Proceedings. 
Aside from the racing at Washington Park 
the feature commanding most attention from 
racing followers during the week was the 
trial of the injunction suit against the Har- 
lem racetrack. Among lovers of racing the 
decision of Judge Stein was, of course, re- 
ceived with joy. Entirely irrespective of the 
merits or evils of horse racing there is an 
element of justice in the outcome of the pres- 
ent Harlem case which is ly grati- 
fying to many persons. 

It has been the conviction that the suit 
against the Harlem track was not inspired, 
at least in its inception, by a desire to stop 
evil, but by a spirit of revenge. There were 
two elements arrayed on the side of the move- 
ment against Harlem. One of these was Chi- 
cago poolroomkeepers, who have for years. 
held a grudge against John Condon, the own- 
er of the Harlem track, because of troubles 
that arose in the competition to secure a 
monopoly of the poolroom trade in and about 
Chicago. The other was the St. Louis crowd, 
which now owns the Fair Grounds racetrack,

In the first two races, a 
free-to-all trot and a pace under the same 
conditions, all the entries came from the 
Billings stable, and the exhibition was a re- 
markable one, especially as the real cracks 
of the string, some half dozen in number, are 
at the Cleveland track, being made ready for 
special events in which they will compete 
later in the season. 
Franker, driven by Mr. Billings; Right- 
wood with F. G. Hartwell up, Ellert with 
Lawyer Meagher holding the ribbons, and 
Aggie Medium under the guidance of Wil? 
McCrea, were the starters in the free-to-all 
trot. The talent thought Franker would 
win, as he is recognized as second to no trot- 
ter when it comes to pulling a wagon, but 
it was not his day. A professional starter, 
Newton, was in the stand, and the judeges 
were John W. Conley, C. W. Marks, and W. 
J. Davis. In scoring for the first heat it 
was seen that Rightwood, who is about as 
brushy a trotter as ever pulled a wagon, 
had all his speed, and when the word was 
given he went away at a terrific clip, and 
soon had the pole, 


First Heat to Frauker. 


Franker is not so much on the start as he 
is in the matter of strong finishes, and Ellert 
seemed anxious to break.

Project Will Come Up for Censidera- 
tion at National Conference of Rab- 
bis in Philadelphia This Week— 
‘Three Departments Contemplated, 
“Treating of Theology, History, and 
Literature of Race—Distinguished 
er Connected with Faculty. 


The new university for Jewish theology, 
history, and literature has been formally 
launched, and at the national conference of 
Jewish rabbis, to be held in Philadelphia 
this week, it will form matter for serious 
public and private discussion. 
stood that representatives of Hebrew Union 
College at Cincinnati and the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary in New York will be there, 
and that the relations of the three enter- 
prises may be considered in ‘private confer- 
ence, if not on.the floor of the conference. 

The provisional program of lectures for 
the first academic year has been outlined. 
Under the faculty. of theology there are com- 
Jewish sources of the 
New Testament, comparative history of re- 
ligions, etc. Under that of literature are the 
history of Jewish education, the history of 
the Bible among the Jews, history of the 
Talmud and Talmudic jurisprudence, 
And under the faculty of history come the 
story of the Jews in the most ancient as well 
A philological and his- 
torical seminary is proposed for all facul- 
ties, a homiletical seminary for rabbis, a 
pedagogical seminary. for 
teachers, and a Nturgical seminary for read- 
ers and cantors. 

Already the faculties are under discussion. 
For deans of the conservative theology and 
literature faculties European scholars of 
high rank are considered, and for progressive 
theology and history prominent American 
The rector magnificus, the academ- 
ical head of the university, will be elected 
for three years by the professors themselves. 
There is to be 4 Board of Governors, com- 
posed. of eighteen Jews residing in the United 
States and Canada, and the other six are to 
be honorary and may be selected from Jews 
in Europe, Asia, or Australia. 


Financial Support Unsettled. 
The financial support of the undertaking is 
still somewhat visionary,.and might per- 
be unworthy of consideration were it 
not for the fact of the enormous success 
of Dr. Singer with the Jewish Encyclopedia.

Of all the inonuinedits’ to the soldier boy 
in Chicago perhaps none is more interesting 
than the brass tablets that mark the north 
Wall of the vestibule of St: James’ Episcopal 
Church. A thousand strangers may pass 
and repass the dark niches in which they 
lie, never seeing them, but to the church 
membership they have a history and a pres- 
ence, and to many of the white-haired mem 
bers of the flock they are shrines to stir the 
pulses of a softened regret. 

There are only ten names on this central 
memorial tablet in St. James’ Church. They 
withstood the awful conflagration of 1871, 
coming from the fire that destroyed the 
church almost untarnished. But the years 
have been busy with their work of burying 
the memories of their dead, and while the 
names are there in ohiseled brass, there are 
few to recall the look, step, smile, and figure 
of those whose lives went out in the dark 


days of the 6086. Some of these already are 


forgotten. On the central tablet in the wall 


one reads:

Within d week popular subscription 
had raised a fund of $36,000 for war purposes, 
the Chicago banks pledged $500,000 more to 
‘government support, and recruiting of vol- 
unteers went on rapidly. Before the war 
had ended Cook County and Chicago had 
sent 22,500 men to battle and raised more 
than $4,000,000 for the purpose of carrying 
on the war. 

In the hearts of the young men who strug- 
gied to the front was little realization of 
what war was to be. Captain Har 
Kelley recalls the night of April 21, 1 1801. 
when he, Lucius Sherman Larrabee, Rich- 
ard Skinner, and Peter Preston Wood, all 
dressed in new uniforms, called together at 
the Larrabee home to exhibit themselves. 
The Father Larrabee of today Was a young 
man at home. His sisters were there, too, 
who afterward became Mrs. John De Koven, 
Mrs. C. D. Street, and Mrs. Tilton, now of 
La Grange. 

“It was a pleasant meeting there,“ said

old City of Paris had dropped him on the 
North River dock, and from the moment he 


felt the advantage that the mastering of 
English in sc ‘had given him.

Much of the comparatively poor showing 
made during the last week is thought to be 
due to the fact that the new stamp tax law 
goes into effect to-morrow, carrying with it 
a material reduction as compared with the 
old jaw. The latter provides for a tax of $1 
on each $1,000 of property conveyed in the 
deed. Under the provisions of the new law 
the tax is to be 25 cents on all transfers up to 
$2,500 and fractions thereof, and 25 cents ad- 
ditional for each $500 in excess of $3,000 and 
fractions thereof. The saving in large trans- 
fers by the new law is considerable, and it is 
known that many people have postponed fil- 
ing their deeds for record during the last 
week, especially in order to secure the bene- 
fits of the new law.

DOTTED WITH FLAGS. 

This is the map that all Americans could 
look at on the Fourth of July with the live- 
liest sense of satisfaction. On this great 
chart the little flags of red, White, and blue 


would dot the map liberally from one end to 


the other and compare favorably with the 
flags of any of the other nations. The spec- 
tator facing a great map of the kind that Will 
soon adorn the President's warroom can see 
every point of strategic importance upon the 
earth’s surface. North and South America 
loom up in the center of the great rectangle. 
To the right, and therefore to the east, ap- 


pear Europe, Asia, and Africa in their en- 
tirety, except for a small corner of Siberia. 
To the west is shown the broad expanse of 
the Pacific Ocean, Australia, Oceanica, and a 
repetition of nearly the entire eastern coast 
of Asia.

a flag bearing his name. It will be placed on 
the map with any regiments or fleet that he 
may command during an engagement.

T ‘was a dear little 2-year-old baby, and 
it was brought into the Juvenile Court 
‘before Judge Tuthill, a few days ago, 
mutely pleading for a home. Its wide, 

— Innocent, baby eyes wandered from one 
to another of the astonished spectators in 
baby. wonder, in baby persuasiveness. But 


—gsithough father and mother were both 
present—the baby went out of court prac- 
tically homeless—and worse. Back of the 
é6éeurrences which brought it before Judge 
Tüthii at that particular moment lay a 
pitiful story. 

Six months ago, when the baby had been 
but a year and a half in this world, its father 
and mother were divorced by Judge Horton. 
The mother asked for and obtained the cus- 
tody of her child. Able to support & only 
by working hard in its behalf, she placed it 
in a thoroughly good and reliable charitable 
Wistitution of the city, and paid its board 
duly. A short time ago she married, the new 
husband promising to continue the support 
of. the child in the orphan asylum. The 


father of the child upset all the carefully 


planned arrangements of the mother almost 
as soon as they were completed. 
Thinking—and desiring—to “spite” the 
mother, he secured from Judge Chetlain a 
Writ of habeas corpus—asseverating that 
the child was under-fed, badly treated, In all 
Ways unhappy in its present situation—went 
Gown to the orphan asylum and bore away 
the child. The child's mother, instead of 
fighting and imploring for the return of the 
child to her custody, took no notice what- 
ever of the occurrence; the child’s step- 
mother, for the father had alse married 
again recently, was not so complaisant. So, 
just a little later, the father of the child took 
it to the home of the mother, and, finding 
her absent, left the child on her doorstep, 
A heavy rain was falling, and the efforts 
of sympathetic and indignant neighbors re- 
puited in a summons to both father and moth- 
ee to appear before Judge Tuthill. | 


NEITHER WANTED HER. 
‘Here it developed that neither would have 
the child at any cost. 
The child was given to you, I learn, when 
the divorce decree was granted,” sald Judge 
Tuthill to the mother. Therefore you 
should support it.“ 

But its father took it from the home 
where I was supporting it,“ pleaded the 
mother. My new man would have paid for 
it there if its father had left it, but now he 
says that if I bring the child to his home he 
Will leave me.“ 3 

Tou have declared your financial ability 
before Judge Chetlain to support the child,” 
then said the Judge to the father. Why do 
you not take it home and see that it is cared 
for?’ 
The child was given to the mother when 
‘We were divorced,” answered the father. I 
“will have nothing to do with it.“ 
~ Well,” decided Judge Tuthill, finally 


-™aince either of you is able to support the 


child financially, while neither is willing, 
this seems hardly a case for my jurisdiction 
at all. It is your personal quarrel, merely. 
Go and fight it out before Judge Horton or 
Judge Chetlain, if fight you must. I can do 
nothing.“ 

The father waiked off with triumphant non- 


chalance, the mother sat weeping for hours 


in the corridor outside the courtroom. Sho 
could not lay her child down in the street 
and leave it. And yet, if she took it home to 
her new husband the home would be hers no 
longer. The innocent, unconscious baby, 
with both parents alive and financially re- 
sponsible for its support and upbringing, 
had not the shadow of a home. 


MANY NEGLECT CHILDREN. 

Such cases, according to those philanthrop- 
ic workers of Chicago whose hearts are so 
warm and tender toward children that they 
seek their good and well-being ever and al- 
ways, are common. Exact statistics cannot 
be obtained, for the reason that separate 
record of these cases is kept, but scarcely 
a day passes but some parent or parents 
make a bold attempt to get rid of the care 
and support of their children. Women rare- 
ly abandon their little ones entirely, but 

re countless cases in which, desert- 
ed by the men who have tired of them and 
their families, they sink under the burden 
of supporting the ever-hungry little ones and 
attempt to shift this care and responsibility 
upon some charitable institution or the State. 
There are numerous cases, also, in which, 
both parents having remarried just as soon 
after the invariable divorce as possible, both 
are anxious to be free from the care and 


Fesponsibility of the children, thus worse 


than orphaned. : 

From one to the other, then, from this re. 
luctant relative to that unwilling connec. 
tion, from the charitable institution here to 
the philanthropic organization there, the 
unfortunate children are tossed and gshuf- 
fied, like the unhappy little human shuttle- 
eocks they are thus turned into. Or. it may 
be again—and the statement, although start- 
lingly incredible in appearance, is absolute- 
ly true, as many philanthropic workers can 
testify—the father or mother, or both, mere- 
ly desire to be themselves free from the 
duties of parenthood, or to go upon some trip, 
or enjoy some recreation or pleasure from 
which the tiny fingers would hold them back 
or debar them. And then—the Juvenile 
Court, an appeal for the child or children 
to be sent to the John Worthy School or 
Glenwood, and, in many instances, a bare- 
faced exposure of the astoundingly inade- 


. quate reasons for this worse than desertion. 


FATHER REFUSED CHILD. 

Miss M. E. Collson, a probation officer and 
a charitable worker of Hull House, Chi- 
cago, telis the story of a father who asked 
that a 10-year-old son, guilty of no wrong, 
but merely in the way of his elders, should 
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“Well, I simply will not take him home 
with me again,“ said the unnatural father, 
when Judge Tuthill naturally refused his 
request, the father being well and strong 
and financially well able to care for the 
child. 

What shall I do with your son, then?“ 
the Judge asked him sternly. “I cannot 
very well kill him.” 

Nobody has me arrested but my own 


father; I have done no wrong,” truthfully - 


declared the small boy, in whom Miss Minnie 
F. Lowe of the Bureau of Jewish Charities 
was deeply interested, some little time ago, 
and whose father had repeatedly insisted 
that he be sent to Glenwood or the John 


Worthy School. This, too, was a case of“ in 


the way kor the re-married father, and of 
marked injustice to—and for—the child. 

In striking contrast to this story is that 
of the woman, recently chronicled in Chi- 
cago newspapers and court records alike, 
who, deserted by her husband, found her- 
self obliged to ask that the oldest child of 
her three darlings, a boy of 10 years, should 
be removed to some home and opportunity, 
better than she could provide for him. 

„ can care for the two little ones,” she 
told Judge Tuthill, sobbing, and I would 
love to keep my boy, also. But I can only 
earn 30 cents a day making overalls at 90 
cents a dozen, and the boy is hungry all the 
time.“ 

A charitably inclined business-man of Chi- 
cago, learning of this woman’s plight, sent 
her, in care of Judge Tuthill, a check for $100. 
The woman sank on her knees to kiss the 
hand of the donor’s representative, when, 
at last she had been brought to understand 
that the money was hers and for her use 
and that of her children only, and offered up 
audible thanks to heaven. The money was 
carefully placed in a savings bank against 
yet harder times, should these prove possi- 
ble, only $10 being kept out to supply com- 
fort and absolute luxury, comparatively 
speaking, for present needs and enjoyments. 


MOTHERS LESS CRUEL. | 

The poor mothers will nearly always cling 
to their children to the last possible ex- 
tremity, although, in the divorce and double 
remarriage cases mentioned the children are 
often turned into unhappy little human 
shuttlecocks against the wishes and heart 
of the mother who has fancied that her sec- 
ond husband could be trusted to keep his pre-

mother has to work out in order to keep 
body and soul together, both for the children 
and herself, she sometimes yields to the 
tempting self-suggestion that a charitable in- 
stitution—or the State—can care for her chil- 
dren better than she can. And then, suppos- 
ing that the Juvenile Court proceedings bring 


out the fact that the father of the children 


is living, the cruel, bitter game of battledore 
and shuttlecock, with innocent, helpless lit- 
tle children for the cork tossed to and fro so 
lightly and carelessly, is played—and agon- 
ized through with—again. 7 
The only reliable and thorough-going 
remedy for these terrible conditions, accord- 
ing to the philanthropic workers and so- 


ctological authorities of Chicago, lies in bet- 


ter legislation and more stringent and 
stringently enforced laws regarding the act 


of family desertion. | 


LEGISLATION NEEDED. 


Family desertion is only a misdemeanor 
now in IIIInois,“ says Mrs. Henry G. Solo- 


mon, who has done more, perhaps, than 


any other woman in Chicago/to bring about 
a correction of these faulty conditions. If 
it were considered a crime legally reckoned 
among the extraditable offenses and pun- 


ished by confinement with hard labor, and 


the money earned by the father—or, the 
mother, were she guilty of the same offense 
turned over for the support of the children, 
there would be fewer of these poor little 
human shuttlecocks in Chicago. It sounds 
hard to say it, but the proverblal other 
woman’ or ‘other man’ is pretty generally 
to be found in the background of all these 
homeless children cases. Were it considered 
a crime, ag I hope it soon will be, for a man 
to desert or abandon the children for whom 
he should be held legally as well as morally 
responsible, many a man who now slips 
gayly off to another State whenever he grows 
tired of supporting his family, or who sim- 


“ply sécures a divorce, marries again—while 


often his wife does the same—and thereafter 
refuses to. contribute anything to the sup- 
port of the children, would be much more 
careful: As it is—well, if he is to be com- 
pelled to support the children wholly or in 
part, he must be brought into court and or- 
dered to do so; if he complies unwillingly, 
legal proceedings must be instituted against 
him perpetually, week after week, month 
after month, until the mother or the author- 
ities grow tired or careless or he gets out of 
the State. 
A law covering these grounds fully has 
just been passed in Minnesota. Wisconsip 


has a stringent law in good working order. 
Jam in great hopes that lilinois will be sup- 
plied with one at the next session of the 
Legislature. And back of the family-deser- 
tion cases, again, lie the loose and faulty 
div@rce laws. If we could have a uniform 
divorce law for the United States many of 
these difficulties would not occur.“ 


DISOWN RESPONSIBILITY. 

Mrs. Lucy L. Flower, always a devoted 
worker in behalf of children, shook her 
head when asked if she considered the 
„ Shuttlecock cases any more numerous 
now than heretofore. va 

„O, no,” she said, quietly. “‘ The work 
of the Juvenile Court, by concentrating de- 
velopments, brings out the sad facts a little 
more plainly, that ig all. I have been ac-. 
tively interested in charitable work, es- 


pecially in regard to the Chicago Home for 


the Friendless, for over twenty-five years, 
and these cases have been coming up con- 
tinually in all that time. The fact is, seem- 
ingly, that many men have absolutely no 
sense of responsibility in regard to their 
children, however much they may seem to 
love, them, while everything goes smoothly 
and all is well. Let them secure a divorce 
from the mother of the children or find it 
hard to support their families, and the 
*‘shuttlecock motive comes into play im- 
mediately. The women are not so ready 
to part with their little ones, for selfish rea- 
sons, but they will do it occasionally. A 


good and adequate family desertion law, 
with proper divorce regulations, would ob- 
viate much of the carelessness and loose- 
ness which is determined to force the State 
or public charity to support children in no 
true sense dependent or in need of such 
assistance. Why! 
and forth with less care or consideration 
than could possibly be imagined by the un- 
initiated every day, almost. Some parents 
seem to have no sense of responsibility what- 
ever.“ 

A case was cited by Mrs. Flower in which 
a father and mother in well-to-do circum- 
stances and quite able in all ways to care 
for a family of children appeared in the 
Juvenile Court and asked that a 10-year- 
old boy be sent to Glenwood. They were 
unable to control him, they averred. Evi- 
dently, in Mrs. Flower’s opinion, they mere- 
ly wanted to be free from all care and 
anxiety concerning him for a certain time. 
Instances are plentiful in which parents have 
abandoned children to the State or public 
charity for years together, reclaiming them 
when the time for the commencement of 
wage earning drew near or when good homes 
had been found for them in other families. 
The devotion of the whole of one man’s 
time to the Juvénile Court cases and the 
supplying of more probation officers are 
measures earnestly desired and recommend- 
ed by Mrs. Flower, Mrs. Solomon, and other 
students of child conditions and charitable 
problems here in Chicago. For some of the

CHILD’S STRANGE HISTORY. 

A bitter, hardened, cynical little child of 
7 or thereabouts was discovered to have this 
pecullar history. His mother and father 
were both divorced and remarried. So were 
the parents of both father and mother be- 
tore them. The child, who had no settled 


nome anywhere, lived first with one family, 


then with another, always unwelcome, al- 
ways a reluctant intruder. In each family 
he had one real and one step.relative,” as 
he naively explained when questioned. None 
cf them would keep him long. A veritable 
littie human shuttlecock, he was tossed from 
one to the other, almost unthinkingly, until 
his mother, wearying of her second husband, 
took up professional study, rendered herself 
competent to support herself and the child, 
and placed him in a good boarding school. 
But by that time his character was hopeless- 
ly warped and biased, seemingly, and he 
had learned to distrust everything and every- 
body in the whole world. A 7-year-old cynie, 
he had been the shuttlecock in his little game 
of life ever since he could remember. He 
had, naturally enough, nothing but unpleas- 
ant feelings toward the individuals who had 
acted as the battledores who propelled him. 


Miss Mary M. Bartelme, public guardian

Were among those who served on the com- 
mittee is of itself sufficient to show that the 
eubject received most careful consideration 
before a report was finally submitted. 
This committee reported in favor of the 
ect and its conclusions were embodied 
in the following statement: “ The committee 
is strongly of the opinion that an exhibition 
uch as has been sketched out would do credit 
to the Jewish name in America and convince 
the American people that its Jewish section 
has played a worthy part in its annals from 
the beginning, and is an integral part of it, 
would greatly stimulate and advance the 
Study of American Jewish history and above 
all would awaken interest in Jewish matters 
mot alone in the outside world but among 
Jews at large themselves.“ 

The Council thereupon unanimously re- 
solved that such an exhibition should be held 
and an Executive committee of fifteen was 

appointed ‘for the purpose. Dr. Cyrus Adler 
ide Smithsonian Institute of Washington 
was elected President of the exhibition. 


Do Exhibit Historical Records. 


‘The intention is to exhibit ‘* historical rec- 
ords illustrating the history of Jews in Amer- 
fea, including such objects as Columbus’ 
eartiest accounts of his discovery, written in 
She form of letters to secret Jews of Spain, 
Inguisition records, Washington’s letters to 
Jews, portraits, miniatures, and prints of 
American Jewish celebrities, historical relics, 
phetographs, charts and prints of Jewish 
synagogues and institutions, histories of in- 
stitutions, manuscripts, autographs, works 
by American Jewish artists, etc. Numerous 
Objects of interest, beauty, or value hidden 
away in Jewish households and institutions 
will thus be brought to light.

T seemed almost conscious of the part 
it played—the great battleship Illi- 
nois—as it settled down to its race 
‘through the ocean path that had been 
marked out for it to prove that its 
was the swiftest, and witha! the most terrible 
seafighter of its class afloat. 
impression that the beauty and splendor it 


will some day wear had been renounced, and 


that here it was to exhibit only its winged 
power of flight and its deadly strength. So 
stripped was it that every muscle seemed 
laid bare, and it was still begrimed with the 
sweat of labor that had fitted it to run the 
win the race against a hundred rivale in the 
navies of the world. 

Boston Harbor, despite the elusive glimpse 
it affords of Bunker Hill monument and the

Birth of a Battleship. 

The . Illinois, a dull, dingy, gray hulk, lay 
beyond the brooding islands and the busy 
harbor trame on the morning of June 12, 
awaiting the supreme moment that should see 
it transformed from a germ in iron and eteel 
into a battleship. It laid there for some time, 
and every hour its picked crew and its shrewd 
builders had made it fitter, and stronger, and 
fleeter. They had let the grime and dirt ac- 
cumulate on its decks and soll the creamy 
white of its gracefully curved sides; but they 
kept the machinery clean and free and as 
Sleek with oil as the mouth of a million-gal- 
lon spouter.“ So the ship looked dirty and 


‘awkward to all who had not gone below its 


decks and seen the clear glitter of its pol- 
ished and perfect. machinery, the coal in its 
bunkers—each lump selected as carefully as 
a shell and packed in bags, like ammunition 
ready to the gunner’s hand—and the confi- 
dent look in the eyes of its picked crew. ‘To 
those who had not seen these things it looked 
like an ungroomed, heavy-fetlocked horse 
that is led out to runina Derby. 

The test of the ship had been regarded by 
all as a dramatic climax toward which every- 
thing was moving. Its builders had been pre- 
paring for this moment ever since its launch- 
ing on Oct. 4, 1898; and the United States 
navy; which was to reject or accept it on the 
result of the trial, had selected a trained 
body of officers to witnese the race. Asif to

was placed at the head of this board. 

No one, however, not even its builders or 
its crew, expected that it would run the mar- 
velous race it did, eclipsing all records. But 
after it reeled off its wonderful speed of 17.31 
knots so steadily, without fretting or quiver- 
ing, Admiral Evans said it could easily be 
forced to eighteen knots... 

Along the Racecourse. 

As soon as the members of the Trial board, 
which consisted of Rear Admiral Evans, 
Captain C. J. Train, Captain J. N. Hemp- 
hill, Commander Charles Roelker, Lieuten- 
and Commander Charles E. Vreeland, Lieu- 
tenant Commander T. S. Rodgers, and Naval 


Constructor J. J. Woodward, had made 4 


tour ot inspection of the ship, it left its an- 
chorage in President Roads and steamed 
slowly out- of the bay. At first it moved with 
extreme caution, as if wary of the tortuous 
channels, and its helm was in the hands of a 
harbor pilot. Then, as the wide seaway 
opened before it, it dropped the pilot, shook 
off its swaddling bands, as it were, scorned 
all guiding hands, save those of its masters, 
and turned its head toward Cape Ann for its 
life or death race. 

The course of thirty-three knots had been 
carefully measured the day before, and was 
marked by six boats and buoys stationed at 
intervals of little more than six knots, the 
tot distance to be gone over twice, out 
and ia. The path lay directly across the deep 
bight in the shore line of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire and ended off Cape Por- 
poise beyond Mount Agamenticus on the 
Maine coast. The gunboat Hist was the first 
stake, and the others were, in their order, 


the training ships Lancaster and Essex, the 


gunboats Newport and Peoria, and the naval 
tug Potomac. 

Long before the ‘Illinois reached Cape Ana 
it had worked up to a high speed, and when 
it swept around the first stake boat and 
ewung easily into the path it had to follow, it 


was making more than seventeen knots an 
hour. So smoothly did it rush through the 


water, without vibration or clatter, that even 
the naval experts could hardly believe it was 
moving at that wonderful speed. Only the 
white-beaten foam it dashed wide and far 
from its bows, and left in a broad swath 
behind it, told of the tremendous power and 
speed with which it was being driven. Ad- 
mitral Evans and President Calvin B. Orcutt 
of the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry- 
dock company, the builders, who were on the 
bridge; Admiral W Sampson, who 
watched the first part of the trial from a 


‘station near the wheel, and all the other 


naval officers present held their watches to 
catch the exact time of the start and finish 
of the first reach, as if the ship were a race- 
— nearing the wire in a sharply contested 


Can’t Afford to Salute. . 

The gunboat Hist saluted as the battleship 
crossed the starting line, and the great fight- 
er snorted curtly through its siren whistle in 
acknowledgment. Captain P. H. Hanlon, 
who was in charge of the ship for the build- 
ers, resented even this. single snort as a 
gross irrelevancy. and. a needless waste of 
steam. Steam is the blood of a ship, and it 
was the only thing that the builders and 
racers of the Illinois were not ready to lavish 
in the struggle they had begun. Coal was 
crammed and packed into its furnaces. If 
gach lump had been a gold ingot the builders 
would not have hesitated... And men offered 


— 


themselves as a sacrifice to the devouring 
Minotaur by standing for five hours before 
the inferno gates of the furnace and feeding 
the roaring fires, as though coal was food and 
was constantly necessary to keep the monster 
alive till the goal was won. All this expendi- 
ture of money and human Me was the price 
of steam—and it should not be wasted In an 
Idle salute. The gruff snort to the sympa- 
thetic engineer of the Hist was, therefore, 
the only indication given by the battleship 
during its trial that there was anything else 
in the world outside of the ocean lane it was 
racing through and the stakeboat that 
marked its farthest Umit. 

At this moment, as the Illinois had attained 
almost its utmost pitch of speed, it presented 
a remarkable spectacle, viewed from its own. 
forward fighting top. It was inconcefyable 
that this solid looking mass of steel, bristling 
with heavy guns and weighted down with 
machinery, and with tons of sea water that 
had been pumped into its hold to brink ft up 
to the displacement it will have when its 
bunkers are filled with coal and its magazines 
are stored with ammunition for a long crulse 
and desperate fight at the end, was a racer 
that had come out to compete with all the fast 
fighting ships of the seas. One would have 
supposed that, at least for appearance sake, 
its builders would have had it better groomed. 
But labor and time were not to be spent for 
such a trifle as cleanliness. What did it mat- 
ter if its forward deck, the steel plates 
sheathed by greasy planks, was as dirty asa 
bowery newsboy’e face and as littered as the 
floor of an editor’s den? This did not inter- 
fere with speed, 


Start of the Race. 

I ene looked away from the confusion and 
litter of the upper part of the ship, and to the 
work it was doing, he received a different im- 
pression. The broad shoulders of the ship 
were hurling the waters to right and left, 
9° a Vale center-rush breaks through the 

There were 
not the high-piled waves made by an ocean 
greyhound with its keen-cleaving prow, but 
masses of water rudely shouldered to one 
side. to make a path for the ship.

The crew, from Captain Hanlon and helms- 

man and engineer down to the deckhands, re- 
garded the race as a personal affair, Each 


one knew exactly what the Alabama and the 


Wisconsin had done, and, therefore, what the 
Illinois was expected to do, and each felt 
the heavy responsibility that résted alike on 
steering wheel, or engine shaft, or sack of 
coal, or on a single drop of oil. ; 


Smashed All Records. 


At the end of the half course a singular 
thing happened. Until the race is finished 
every. power of the ship is guarded against 
mishap. For this reason the ship usually 
swings about on an easy helm, and reserves 
the test of its ability to turn in a small circle 
to the end of the race. But there was some 
confusion in orders, and the ship suddenly 
came about, hard a-port, and then as sud- 
denly and mysteriously swung hard to star- 


board, like a tipsy sailor. Then it swung 
again in a short curve and came round, beau- 


tifully righting itself, and seemed to leap 


back into the path for its spurt home: It 


behaved exquisitely under the severe strain, 
neither listing too much in the abrupt swings | 


to starboard and to port, nor throbbing or 


quivering under the immense tension of its 


engines. 
At the finish the Illinois made the usual 
figure “8” to show how quickly it can turn, 
and swept a complete circle within three 
times of its own length. 
Then it dropped anchor again in President 
Roads, and the great record breaking, his- 
toric race had ended. New records had been 
established and a new goal prize set up for 
all future battleships to strive for. The 
Illinois: had made 17.31 knots, and Captain 
Converse, who will be the first commander 
of the IIIinois, and Lieutenant Commander 
Henderson, who will be its first navigating 
officer, and Lieutenant Commander Pickrell, 
who will be its engineer, were elated over its 
performance as that of a ship whose destinle 
they are soon to control. 


Best of the Fighters. 


But as a fighter? It is not enough that a 
battleship can steam fast. It must be able 
to vanquish its adversary after running it 
down. Can the Illinois do this? Let Fight- 
ing Boh Evans answer: a5 

The English sometimes say we overbur- 
den our ships with armament. That is what 
the fighting ship is for—to carry all the guns 
it can effectually use. It is a floating bat- 
tery, and if it can hurl more weight of metal 
than its enemy, and can hur! it as accurate- 
ly and timely, it will win, and the ship is 
bullt to win. It must get to its fighting 
ground quickly, and outfight its foe. 

“I believe the Illinois can do both. I be- 
lieve it is the fleetest ship of its tonnage and 
fighting power on the sea today and can 
whip anything that can now force it to fight, 
and many battleships that it could f to 
fight it on its own terms.“ 

The Illinois was launched on Oct. 4, 1898, 
at the yards of the Newport News Ship- 


building and Drydock company, Newport 


News, Va. Its hull is 368 feet long at load- 
water line, its beam 72 feet, and draught at 
normal displacement of 11,525 tons is 23 feet 
and 6 inches. Its indicated horse power is 
10,000; its speed is 17.31 knots, and its coal 
supply is 1,500 tons. It will have forty offi- 
cers and 449 seamen and marines. It has 
triple-expansion twin-screw propelling en- 
gines, capable of 120 revolutions a minute. 

Its armor consists of a belt, four feet below 
and three and a half feet above the load 
line, of 16% and 9% inches thickness. The 
turrets’ are protected by 17 inches of steel 
plate. 

It carries two 13-inch guns each in its for- 
ward and aft, turrets, fourteen 6-inch rapid - 
fire guns, and a secondary battery of sixteen 
quick-firing six-pounders, and four quick- 
firing one-pounders, and two Colt and two 
field guns. 

The speed of the Illinois in the trial race, 
as given above (17.31 knots an hour), is the 
actual time made against tide and currents. 
Its corrected speed, calculated by the Board 
of Inspection and Survey, is much better— 
17.45 knots. This great speed places it still 
further in the lead of American battleships, 
and is its warrant to rank preéminently as 
the fleetest ship of its class in the navies of 
the world.

Involuntary Jag in Ancestor’s Tomb 
Strange Will, the Tragedy It Nearly Caused, and 
| 5 Another It Averted, 


NE of the old family founders in 
Somerset County, northern Maine, teft 
a heritage that has just proved.a de- 
cidedly serious proposition to one of 
his heirs. 

The family is among the wealthiest in the 
State. Years ago its pioneer went into Somer- 
set County, and in time became the principal 
business figure of the section. His flrsg is 
strike was made out of a bright idea. e 
were no railroads im Maine in those days, and 
in northern Somerset not many decent high- 
ways. Getting stuff to market took away 
all the profits. The Squire, as he was called 
in his section, did most of his business by 
barter and took the farmers’ products. One 
year he advised every one around about to 
plant grain, and he assured- them that he 
would take it. He named a price that was 
attractive, and every one wondered how he 
was going to pay so much, ship it to the mar- 
ket in Hallowell, seventy-five miles below 
on the river, and make any money. The 
Kennebec was broken by half a dozen falls 
and rapids.along this distance, and the ex- 
pense of the carries and reloading below 
the falls was almost prohibitive.

N multiplications of groups of figures, 
where two or more in each group are 
approximate decimals, a good deal of 
effort virtually is wasted in the process. 


For instance, in multiplying 68.53 by

result, the ordinary process of multiplica- 

tion requires the setting down of twenty 
figures in four groups, aside from the four 
figures each in multiplicand and multiplier 
a the eight figures in the product, as fol- 
ows:

It has been discovered that a reversal of 
the figures in either the multiplicand or the 
multiplier with an arbitrary form of multi- 
plication will save at least six figures in the 
groups for addition, besides saving the per- 
son the trouble of setting down the individ- 
ual products for the final addition, in the ir- 
regular order required.

ARIS, June 19.—Most of the 
gowns I have seen this week 
‘are empire in line and empire 
in trimming: to be picturesque 
is a great aim nowadays and 
empire styles are saatly pit- 
turesque. 

Therefore, soft fabrics pre- 
dominate, veilings and mus- 
lins, which might be drawn through the 
traditional ring provided it were an ancient 
thumb ring, china crépe, and foulard, which 
is of all silks most essentially French in 
color and effect: Embroidered crépe is one 
of the most used of materials, and there Is a 
new woolen fabric for day wear, soft and 
silky in appearance, which is scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from china crépe. 

An exquisite evening gown is of mauve 
pink crépe with the bodice and akirt cut in 
one, simply crossing over te a large buckle 
halding the drapery on one hip; the under- 
skirt being of plaited gauze to match the
